Washington, A’ g. 14.—A report was J 
issued Lr)* the bureau of labor of an 
Investigation Into wages and hours of 
labor In 1905 in the point of manufac­ 
turing 
a n d mechanical industries of J 
tho United States. 
The report gives 
tho average wages and hours of labor j 
m d the num ber of employes in identi­ 
cal establishm ents in both 1904 and 
1905. 
While the figures presente*d are 
not exhaustive for the United States, 
the report, says: 
"It is believed they are fairly repre­ 
sentative of the industries investigat-1 
ed.” 
Continuing, the report says: 
"The 
reports of this investigation show that 
in 1905 the average wages per hour I 
in the principal mechanical and m an-1 
ufacturing industries of th© country 
w ere 1.6 per cent higher than in 1904; 
that the average hours of labor per ‘ 
week are the same as In 1904, and 
th at 6.3 per cent more persons were 
employed in the establishm ents inves­ 
tigated. 
These was no reduction In 
th© average hours of labor, per week. 
The average weekly earnings per em ­ 
ploye were 1.6 per cent higher than In 
1904. 
“As there was an increase in the 
num ber of employes as well as in the 
weekly earnings per employe, th e re , 
was a considerable 
increase 
in 
the 
w eekly earnings of all employes; or. in 
other words, in the am ount of the 
weekly payroll. 
This increase was 8 
per cent in the establishm ents investl-i 
gated. * 
“W hen the figures of this article 
relating to wages and hours of labor 
and those of the succeeding article 
relating to retail prices of food, due 
w eight being given to the quantity and 
cost of the different commodities con­ 
sumed were 6 per cent higher in 1905 
than in 1904 
As th e ,average wages 
Increased more th in th e Tfe- 
tail prices of food, the purchasing pow­ 
er of wages increased. * In 1905 the 
purchasing power of wages Increased 
purchasing power of both hourly and 
weekly w ag- ’ was I per cent higher 
than in 19"4“: or, expressed in other 
words, one hour’s wages in 1905 would 
purchase I per cen t mqre food" than 
one hour’s wages in 1904.”

TO REVIEW FLEET. 


W ill Be the Largest Formation Under 
Flag of the United States. 
W ashington, Aug. 14.—Orders for 
the form ation of the American fleet, 
to be reviewed by President Roosevelt 
at O yster Bay sept. 3, have been is­ 
sued at the n aiy departm ent. 
Thej 
president will be aboard the Mayflow­ 
er. and the fleet which he will review 
will be the strongest, if not the larg­ 
est in num bers, ever assemgled under 
the U nited S tates flag. 
It will con­ 
sist of forty-five vessels, carrying 1,178 
guns, commanded by 812 officers, with 
15,235 men. 
The auxiliary and supply ships will 
carry in addition to w hat is aboard 
the warships, 7,400 tons of coal, 2,500 
tons of provisions and 850,000 gallons 
of water.
